Elongated coins are looking much 
better to the collector for a couple 
of reasons.

"WHAT IN THE WORLD IS THAT THING?"

When we first started using our coin 
elongaters in public, it was a surprise 
to hear the comments we received. Of 
course, not everyone is a collector and 
aware of the fact that the only way that a 
coin is elongated is to be put through 
some kind of machine that presses and 
stretches and impresses the coin. But the 
comments I We first started to treat each 
one seriously but soon decided that most of 
them were a result of a lack of knowledge 
and that the time involved in teaching this 
knowledge to the one commenting was too 
short. So we decided that we would treat all 
such barbs with humor. It worked and 
shortened the time wasted and created a 
fun atmosphere. I even put up a small sign 
that said, "Yes, it’s legal." This stopped 
90% of the comments. We also placed a 
very attractive sign on our machines that 
gave the Coin Code reference to our per¬ 
mission to use our machines to elongate 
coins. Still we got comments. What follows 
are a few we have received and our answers. 
Some are terrible puns and others are worse. 
But when used with a smile and sometimes a 
wink, we get away with them and have a little 
fun too. 

"That's illegal!"—Usually said when 
the person is accompanied by one or two 
other people. Often to show off to the 
girl friend. At first we would explain the 
Coin Code reference but usually it would go 
over their head anyway and was a waste of 
time. Lately I've been looking at their 
companions and say, "I don't see any sick 
birds around here, do you?" They would 
all look puzzled and then I would tell 
them that I thought an "ill eagle" was a

"Sorry about that." His companion would 
laugh and so would he, finally. Usually 
this type of person isn't a good candidate 
for a sale anyway so nothing is lost. 
Sometimes they completely change their 
attitudes and end up buying. So a sale is 
made from a potential problem-type person. 

We also get questions like, "What 
does the IRS say about that?" or "Wait 
till the FBI hears about this!" Of course, 
they mean the Treasury Department, but in 
their effort to be clever, they goof. 

I usually say something like, "Oh, they 
don't mind a bit. In fact, they furnish 
me with the pennies." This usually brings

Then we get the fellow who walks up 
and says, "I'm Jim Jones of the Treasury 

Department and -" To which I break in 

with, "Boy, am I glad to see you, I have 
forgotten how the Coin Code is worded (point¬ 
ing to the reference I have posted on the 
front of the machine) and I wonder if you 
would mind quoting it for me again?" They 
usually glance at the sign and break out 
laughing. 

One of the worst ones on my list is 
this one, and I usually get it at least 
once a day. "Hey, that's illegal, you're 
defacing American currency.'" To which I 
fsply j holding up a coin with Lincoln very 
clearly on it, "No, I'm not, De face is 
still on it." Usually, his companions 
pick it up first and give him a bad time. 

We all get a laugh when I turn to them and 
say, "He asked for that, didn't he?" Of 
course, there's always exceptions. Once 
in awhile the person will look at me 
seriously and say, "Oh, so that's what 
makes it legal, huh?" Then I have to 
explain. Fortunately this doesn't happen 
very often. 

The other day I received a comment 
that floored me. This lady, in all 
seriousness said, "That's terrible, 
you're desecrating American money." 

I just about cracked up. She went on and 

on and on-even while her companion made 

a purchase. I turned my attention back 
to her and explained that it was perfectly 
legal but she still insisted that I was 
"desecrating" money. I asked her if she 
knew what "desecrating" meant, and she 
ignored me. So I motioned to her and 
whispered in her ear, "Tell you what, 
don t you buy any.'" To which she drew 
back and huffily marched off. Her companion 
apologized for her and when I mentioned 
that it takes all kinds and she had a 
right to her opinion, she agreed, smiled 
and left. For some time I was disturbed 
by this woman's comments, so when I got 
home, I looked up "desecrating" and found 
"profaning" as a definition. I'll just 
have to keep thinking that she didn't 
know the meaning of the word. Far from 
profaning, I think I'm improving the 
co in. 

The most common comment by far, is 
the "That's just like putting it on a 
railroad track." Which brings a conversa— 


w tion about how many millions of coins 
have been put on RR tracks, and how I 
wish that I had a dime for every one that 
was put on a track and on and on. I try 
to bring it back to my machine by telling 
them that I used to do that, but it was 
hard to find a train that had an engraving 
like mine which gives me their attention 
on my coin again. Then I can tell them that 
I have a little more control over my machine 
than I had over the train. At least I 
could find the coin. Most of the time I 
couldn't when I put it on the tracks. Etc, 
etc. 

Then there is the person that will say, 
"Oh, it's legal now. I thought that it was 
illfigsl* My best answer so far has been, 
"You would think that it would be illegal, 
but I have heard of coins from the 1892-3 
World's Fair so I guess it has been legal 
for some time." This usually brings some 
comment about them having a "Lord's Prayer" 
that was given them by their Dad or a 
World's Fair coin or some such. I guess 
it never dawned on them that anyone selling 
these coins at a World's Fair must have 
been doing it legally. 

One comment by a lady recently made me 
feel very good. She enthusiastically 
®^d^irosd after I had explained the machine 
and shown her the coin, "It's beautiful.' 
Wonderful.' Fantastic.' Good Old American 
Ingenuity!" I never did find out if she 
was raving about the machine, the coin, 
or both because after making her purchase, 
she ran off yelling to her friends, waving 
her fist full of coins. 

All in all, I can truthfully say that 
of the thousands of people that I have 
talked with, I can remember very few that 
have given me any trouble. Aside from the 
few that have wandered off with a coin 
without paying. And very, very few of 
those. 

I don't know how many people that have 
stopped in front of the machine and 
looked questioningly at it and curiosity 
getting the better of them, have asked, 

"What in the world is that thing?" One man 
thought that it was an Orange Juicer. 

Another thought it was a Pop Corn Popper.' 

One woman turned to her husband and exclaimed 
that it would look fantastic in their living 
room. What a conversation piece! 

Of course, many of you that have machines 
of your own and have had them on location 
have had these same comments and many more. 

If you have had some that top mine, I'd

DAMM AND TUTTLE 

by John G. Spadone 

I received a letter asking about 
Chester F. Damm. Who was he? How did he 
begin rolling elongated coins? What makes 
his works so distinctive? How can anyone 
say the elongated was rolled by him? 

Thanks to Donald E. Sabo TEC #341, 

I learned a little about Mr. Damm and his 
partner, Tuttle, through his article 
written in TEC News, Volume VII No. 2, 

Page 6, April-May-June 1972 and now I can 
answer some of those questions. 

I have two reasons for writing this 
article. One is to acquaint the new 
members about one of the great penny- 
stretchers of that time; second, to 
encourage all collectors to research and 
contribute the needed information for 
the hobby. The main libraries have a 
wealth of information in old city direc¬ 
tories, articles, periodicals, magazines, 
newspapers on microfilm, and many books 
of that period. 

The first known elongated coin was 
created in 1892-3 at the Columbian World 
Exposition, Chicago, Illinois. Since 
then, many elongateds have been made to 
commemorate other Fairs, Expositions, 
events, places, personalities and things. 
When a Fair opened its gates, many types 
of souvenirs were sold and of course, the 
elongated rolled on Indian or Lincoln 
cents were no exception, hence the 
beginning of a new field of collecting. 
Today many collectors are constantly

looking for information about elongateds, 
so that their collections would be meaning¬ 
ful . 

Now to answer some of these questions. 
Mr. Charles F. Damm was a jeweler, engraver, 
manufacturer from Buffalo, NY and his 
partner, Tuttle, was the business man of the 
company, known as "Tuttle and Damm Coin 
Rolling Enterprises" in 1904. Mr. Damm 
probably saw or heard about elongated coins 
prior to 1901 and since he was an engraver, 
decided to try out some of his own ideas. 
Everyone has a style whether you write, 
print, paint, draw, engrave, etc. It 
was very easy to spot Mr. Damm's style 
since he usually rolled on uncirculated, 
current date cents and with his method 
produced a clear crinkle image of an 
Indian or Lincoln cent as the reverse. 
Elongateds without the crinkle reverse or 
with fine vertical machine lines of 
Mr. Damm's elongateds are considered 
restrikes. 

The two-sided elongated coin listed 
as New York PAN.AMERICAN EXPOSITION-26 or 
(NY Pae.-26) in Dottie Dow's book, page 77 
as follows (obv.)/Chas. F. Dam/Coin/Rolling 
Machine/511 Washington St./Buffalo, N.Y./ 
Denticle edge (Rev.-)/ I was at the/Pan- 
American/ Exposition/on/President day/ 

Sept 5, 1901/. Plain edge. (Horizontal 
on coin). indicates that he began on or 
prior to that date.

Rolled border. (Rev.)/Chas. F. Dam/ 
Manufacturing Jeweler/We make sell § 
repair/..Jewelry/.520 Main St./Plain 
edge, (aluminum). The later two 
elongated coins may have been rolled prior 
to Sept 5, 1901, as store cards or adver¬ 
tising schemes. Further research could 
make this clearer. 

In 1904 at the St. Louis World Fair, 
Mr. Damm acquired a business partner 
"Tuttle” and their company was (accord¬ 
ing to Mr. Sabo's article) directly or 
indirectly responsible for a large por¬ 
tion of the elongateds in Dottie Dow's 
book in the era of 1901 thru 1912. 

Other remarks from Sabo's article 
stated that Charles A. Lipsky had pur¬ 
chased dies from Mr. Damm's estate and had 
been restriking these with single top 
roller and lower roller was blank with 
fine machine lines. The original 
Charles Damm elongateds were rolled with 
2 dies upper § lower--in the case of 
one die, the reverse would have a clear 
crinkle image. Mr. Sabo also mentions 
a scarce President § Presidential Candi¬ 
dates (P § PC-10)/For President/bust 
facing right/Theodore Roosevelt/rolled 
border and story. 

Looking at these older elongated 
coins, we admire the beauty, workmanship 
and wonder who made these little fine 
souvenirs. Most collectors acquire an 
old elongated coin and wonder who made 
it?, where was it made?, and why was it 
made? Without any knowledge, how can a 
collection mean anything? So I suggest 
that all collectors try to obtain infor¬ 
mation before it's lost in obscurity.

You will have to dicker as 
to price--very first elongated is 
scarce and was selling for $20 
several years ago. I have no idea 
of its current value, but the entire 
set would make a superb collection 
for someone really interested in 
owning a unique group of elongateds. 

The idea of using elongateds as 
admission tickets was developed by 
the Numismatic Council of Orange 
County and several other coin clubs 
have followed that idea since the 
1968 debut.

WE GET LETTERS. 

"History of ErroTs" Summer of '79.. 
Set up two contracts to run at "Experi¬ 
mental Aircraft Association" fly-in in 
Oshkosh, Wisconsin and Oregon State Fair. 
Tried an engraver I was not familiar 
with. He took 60 days and $600 to do the 
dies. I was in a panic but they finally 
arrived 2 days before the first event.. 
done oversize ! I about passed away be¬ 
cause of it. They had no "coin catch 
notch" and nickels wouldn't even work., 
besides, I was set up only for pennies. 

I decided to go ahead anyway and drove 
2800 miles in 48 hours to get to the 
fly-in. Even though the coins turned 
out bad due to oversize engraving, I 
still sold 6,500 of them in a week., 
but that is all off of that die. The 
two bags for future distribution were 
left over and to be sold for scrap 
eventually until I realized TEC mem¬ 
bers might like them. Did the same 
thing with the "Oregon-The Emerald 
Wonderland Die". Sold 7,700 at the 
Oregon State Fair and that was all. 

In spite of appearance, they ought 
to be collector's items due to fairly 
limited numbers. I tried to run them 
on nickels but sizing still was not 
right and only a dozen or so run off. 


"The Little Airplane is a "quickie" 
made of styrofoam and fiberg!as. It 
only weighs about 200 pounds and on 
18 horsepower, it will carry a 210 
pound man over 110 miles per hour. 

The aviation world is changing because 
of it and others like it. 


"The "Wonderland" is a typical 
scene of the Oregon Cascade Mountains., 
mule deer buck, trout jumping in 
lake, and eagle soaring above. I 
love the out of doors and drew the 
scene from personal experience. It is 
a rapidly disappearing wilderness up 
here and I wanted to preserve it. 

"Final Note: Due to engraver's 
error and loss of income as result, 

I got a promise to get two more dies 
of my choice made up at no charge. I 
sent in artwork for "Whales" and "Winter 
Olympics." Another 60 days passed 
and I lost locations and use of these 
dies as a result. When they finally 


came..they had done my Oregon Wonderland 
and EAA airplane die over again..smaller. 
Let me just say this..thank goodness for 
talent like Adam Cool who is my current 
"hero."

GOOD IDEAS FOR DIES 
by Sally Kirka 

More often than once, someone would come 
up to me and ask why didn't I put a certain 
thing on a coin. It does sound easy; but when 
you have to pay for the die to have it made, 
it is a different story. But then a roller 
with a rolling machine can really do as they 
please, as that is why they bought their 
rolling machine to do what they want. If a 
person would like a certain coin made, they 
can special order the coins. 

Most rollers invest in their machines 
to at least cover the cost of making the 
dies, etc. If you can make a profit, all 
the better. So when you design a die, you 
try to make something that will sell. 

Designing a die yourself isn't all 
that necessary because if you give your idea 
to an expert engraver, he can help you out. 

Sometimes I hear people say they want 
so much on an elongated coin. Yet stop 
and think—can all that fit in such a small 
space? When you order a certain coin made, 
ask the engraver or the roller of the die 
just how much will fit on a die. The 
roller would ask the engraver if it can be 
done. A good engraver is worth his weight 
in gold or so I think. How I wish I could 
do some engraving of my own.' 

It sounds like rushing the Christmas 
season now but if you want your Christmas 
coins in time for the Christmas season, 
then you get your ideas or design ready 
for the engraver now. If you are like me 
and want to also make your own P.N.C.'s, 
you really go to town in early spring for 
1980 Christmas.
